of

century 
after the Fenian uprising, he remaincKi 
to the end an uncompromising foe to 
Britisli rule. 


"England has proclaimed war against 
me," he vowed, "and so help me God, I 
will v.-age war against her until she is 
stricken 
to 
her 
knees 
or till I am 
stricken to my grave." 


Born in County Cork in 1831, as Jere- 
miah O'Donovan, he later took the name 
of Rossa, and while still a boy became 
interested in the Young Ireland move- 
ment. 


For nearly forty 3'ears 
Roasa 
was 
identified Avith the advocates of physical 
force in this country and many times 
was held in disfavor by 
members 
of 
more pacific Irish organizations, which 
would not tolerate violence and advo- 
cated pacific measures in bringing about 
a form of self-government for Ireland.

ARE HARD 
RETREAT 


London, June 30.—The Germans and 
the Austrians are pressing the Russians 
hard in their retreat through northeast- 
ern Galicia and southern Russian PolanJ 
toward the river Bug. 
All the ofl'icial 
reports indicate this, the Russians them- 
selves 
speaking of "desperate 
German 
attacks" on rear guard positions which 
are declared to have been repulsed. The 
energy of the pursuit of the retreating 
Russian armies, however, is costing the 
Teutonic forces dearly according to the 
Petrograd 
statement's, 
which 
mention 
"enormous losses inflicted" in the en- 
deavor of the Austro-Germanf'to throw 
disorder into the Russian ranks during 
the withdrawal from the Dniester region 
north of Halicz. 


Meanwhile Russia is endeavoring to 
compass the better organization of her 
munition supply system. 
With, unlim- 
ited money and virtually 
unrestricte<l 
power the new board of military sup- 
plies is expectcd to remedy the short- 
ness in munitions to which the Russian 
defeats in Galicia have been largely at- 
tributed. 


The Austrians, although well 
occu 
pie<l in the Galicia campaign are not 
neglecting to keep a sharp watch on the 
Italian 
front, reports from the 
Tyrol 
and 
Trentino 
districts, 
for 
instance, 
mentioning notable activity of the Aus- 
trian artillery. 
Italy's forces are mak- 
ing slow headway on the Isonzo, un- 
favorable atmospheric conditions being 
mentioned as interfering with operations. 


INIytilene advices record an exploit of 
a British gunboat which bombarded the 
Turkish ports of Chesitteh, Lidya and 
Aglelia, destroying petroleum depots and 
several small vessels. 


The diplomatic situation with regard 
to the Balkans is again widely under 
discussion. 
The recent conference of the 
German chancellor and the German and 
Austrian foreign ministers is follow»'d 
by assertions in German quarters that 
the hopes of the entente powers for mili- 
tary help from Roumania and Bulgaria 
have been materially lessened. 
In con- 
nection with this situation the occupa- 
tion of Scutari by the Montenegrins is 
an interesting development.

i ^ Starting with the much-touted Proctor liquor law, which grant- 
^^d new privileges to the saloons in some directions quite as liberally 
;4is it assumed to curb them in others, Indiana has been forced to 
smile repeatedly at proposals to reform the liquor business from the 
Ingide. The newest and perhaps the most pretentious of these spasms 
iof reformation is just announced from Indianapolis in the organiza- 
ftion of a new effort with the rather impressive title of '' The Indiana 
iiftw Enforcement and Reform League,'' which has taken upon itself 
the rather sizeable job of "making Indiana saloons places where one 
>rould have no greater hesitancy in taking his family than he would 


"MOW in taking them to respectable restaurants." 


All this it purposes to do by substituting the European cafe sys- 
tem for the present saloon system in this state, and to that end it an- 


» 


nounces that it will work for strict enforcement of the present liquor 
laws, legislation abolishing the standing bar, screens, "treating," 
and free lunches, and regulations preventing brewers, distillers and 
liquor jobbers from doing a retail business. Announcement is made 
that the new movement has the endorsement of the Indiana Brewers' 
association, which gives the effort an impressive certificate of authen- 
ticity, and prepares the public for some real doings along the line of 
uplift. 


No one doubts that the leaders of the liquor industry, being 
Estute and capable business men, have plainly discerned the hand- 
writing upon the wall for several years. 
The real extent of the 
panic that has seized them, however, has never been made so com- 
pletely apparent as in the newest proposal for belated reform. 
Tho 
general public remained passably patient for a good many years. If 
the liquor interests will now exercise a bit of the same spirit, the 
people will show them something in the way of reform that will go 
|the entire route instead of halting at any of the half way points.

Groethals Soon to Relinquish 
Supreme Command After 
Eight Years. 


Panama, June 1Ô.—Correspondence of 
the Associated Press.—During the lat- 
ter part of August and the early days 
of September next, several 
important 
changes will take place among the high- 
er personnel of the Panama canal. The 
resignation of Major General George W. 
Goethals, U. S. A., as governor of the 
Panama canal and his departure from 
the isthmus, where he has been in su- 
preme command for 
the 
last 
eight 
years, will be the beginning of other 
changes. 


The most important of these will be 
the probable elevation 
of 
Lieutenant 
Colonel Chester Harding, U. S. A., ffom 
head of the department Of maintenance 
and operation, to be governor of the 
Panama canal. 
It has all along been 
understood on the iôthmus, and this un- 
derstanding has not been contradicted 
by General Goethals, that Colonel Hard- 
ing would succeed to the governorship. 
Tr fact, General Goethals has let it be 
known that he obtained the detail of 
Colonel Harding to the isthmus for that 
very purpose. 


Immediately after liis resignation as 
governor and his departure from Pan- 
ama, General Goethals plans to apply 
for his retirement from active service 
with the army. Hie intention 
to take 
a year's vacation and then to engage in 
private engineering consultation work in 
New York city. 
In this 
venture 
he 
probably will be joined by his son, Cap- 
tain George R. Goethals, U. S. A., and 
Sidney B. Williamson, long a civilian 
engineer on tlie canal work. 


Before General 
Goethals' 
departure 
the detail of Captain Hugh Rodman, U. 
S. N., from shore duty as marine super- 
intendent with the Panama canal to 
the command of the superdreadnaught 
New York will have been announced by 
the navy department. Early this year 
Captain Rodman applied to tlie depart- 
ment for a return to sea duty on the de- 
parture of General Goethals from Pan- 
ama. 
His request was granted and he 
vas assured of the command of tho New 
York. 
He probably will be succeeded 
by Commander Hutch I. Cone, U. S. N., 
now commanding the Dixie. 


Commander H. V. Butler, U. S. N., at 
present captain of the port of Balboa, 
cftnal zone, probably will have left the 
canal by the time most of these changes 
take place. He already has applied for 
detail at sea and undoubtedly will 
be 
given the command Of one of the small- 
er navy vessels. 
He probably will be 
succeeded by Lieutenant Allen B. Reed, 
U, S. N., now commanding the torpedo 
fiotilla tender Iris, of the Pacific fleet. 
Commander Butler has held his présent 
position since April 1, 1914. 


At Cristobal, the northern 
terminus 
of the canal, Commander ftoUglas Ë. 
Dismukes. U. S. N., will be succeeded by 
Lieutenant Prentiss P. Bassett, U. S. N., 
now on board the battleship Delaware. 
Commander Dismukes also has requested 
to be detailed to duty at sea. Just what 
detail will be given him has not been 
learnéd.

Paris, Franfce, June 15.—The art of 
%ar has begotten war art—a perfect 
avalanche of it. 
No more 
will 
the 
painters of lEurope daub bucolic scenes 
—the lowing kine, the farmstead and 
the lane that leads to it and the gently 
flowing brooks. Because the artists are 
at the front, attired in the garb of fight- 
ing men /instead of the baggy trouàors, 
flowing Itie and Avide brimmed hat com- 
mon toAheir kind. 


War /art is the only art that the year 
will pyoduce. 
The painters are in the 
rajik^and must of necessity paint the 
Bce^s closest to them. 
The leisure of 
tl^trenches gives them plenty of time 
'¡iû sketch and huge bundles of drawings 
have been sent back to Paris for exhi- 
bition and sale for the aid of the wid- 
ows and children of artists—and there 
are a lot of them—killed at the front. 


The sketclies are odd little things. 
Some are on tiny scraps of paper with 
pencil or charcoal drawings; some in 
Xpater color and a few oil paintings of 
actual 
fighting.

One artist writes from the front: 
"These sketches were made while, with 
our sacks to our backs, we waited to 
repel a German attack. 


"I am going to amuse myself by mak- 
ing some little drawings for the end of 
the chapter if * * * I am still alive in 
five minutes, for what w^ith the mines, 
sapping, shells, bullets, 
attacks 
and 
counter attacks you can never be an- 
swerable for the next minute. 


"Don't be surprised at my peculiar 
writing. 
I am doing it with 
a little 
piece of sharpened birch tree." 


The most interesting drawings 
are 
those done by men in the trenches of 
exciting moments during the day. There 
are collections by Dallet, Bruyer, Mon- 
tagne, Bernard Naudin,

These names mean the

Comparison Serves to Cool 
Down Resentment in 
Hosierdom. 


(By Willis S. Thompson.) 
Indianapolis, June 29.—^When you dis- 
cuss taxes with your neighbor tell him 
the amount per capita in Indiana is 
^.92 while the average for 
all 
the 
Btates is $3.95. 
In other words that 
Indiana pays $1.03 below the average. 
As compared-with her neighbors, in the 
group of states to which Indiana is as- 
signed by the federal government for 
purposes of comparison, Indiana, Illi- 
nois, Ohio, Michigan and Wisconsin av- 
eraged $3.14, or 22 cents per capita more 
than Indiana 
alone. 
Michigan 
paid 
$4.30 and Wisconsin $5.27. 


The department of commerce and la- 
bor has issued some interesting bulle- 
tins on the subjects of valuations, debts, 
taxes and the like. A summary of the 
taxation comments and figures is made 
editorially by the Indianapolis 
Star. 
Under the heading, 'Indiana not a great 
Bpender" the Star says: 


"•^^liile taxes may seem heavy to the 
owner of Hoosier real estate and per- 
lonal property, because the burden of 
providing for public expenses is sad- 
dled so largely upon those forms 
of 
wealth, the Indiana citizen pays less 
than the per capita average in taxes. 
A bulletin roecntly issued by the gov- 
ernment .si)o\VF; oompnrntive iigurcs for 
1913, which undoubtedly arc not ma- 
terially difl'crent from itliosc 
for 
the 
present year. 
Indiana .spent that year 
$8,072,884, or $-2.92 per capita. 
The av- 
erage in ail states was $3.95, and the 
ivcrage in the .state.? in wliicii Indiana 
grouped, 
including 
Illinois, 
Ohio, 
iichigan and Wisconsin, was $3.14. 
"Michigan with a population of 2,- 
936,618, compared witli our 
2,760,792, 
Bpent $12,641,650, or $4.30 per capita. 
Wisconsin has a third of a million few- 
er people than Indiana and spent $12,- 
741,646, while we were spending $8,072,- 
B84 on our state government in 1913. 
The Wisconsin expenditures were $5.27 
per capita. The greatest per capita ex- 
penditure was reported by Nevada with

in the state. 
Minnesota 
with

thirds of a million less population than 
Indiana spent $14,525,823, or $6.66 
for 
each resident. 
The smallest expendi- 
tures per capita were reported by North 
Carolina and South Carolina with $1.46 
each. Arkansas had a total of $1.87 and 
Oklahoma $1.89." 


In this same connection the work of 
the tax commissioners of Indiana in 
the equalization of valuations fixed for 
purposes of taxation Is of interest to 
the taxpayers of the state. 
Valuations 
placed upon steam and electric roads, 
telephone, telegraph, sleeping car, pipe 
line, express and transportation compa- 
nies for 1915 were $274,766,778 as com- 
pared with $269,902.944 for 1914. 
This 
is an increase of $4,863,834, lessening 
the burden upon the individual in the 
several counties.

matic circles here today and caused re- 
newed discussion of the possibility of 
peace in the southern republic. 


These activities included the efforts of

Angeles,

hand man, to learn the sentiment of 
Washington officials toward the Mexican 
situation, a reported 
peace 
movement 
calling for a conference between Gen- 
erals Villa and Obregon on the border 
and the prospective conference between 
Gen. Carranza and Charles A. Douglas, 
his Washington counsel. 


Mr. Douglas has gone to Vera Cruz 
presumably to impress upon 
Carranza 
the viewpoint of the American govern- 
ment as enunciated in a recent 
state- 
ment by President Wilson that the heads 
of the warring factions In Mexico must 
settle their 
differences. 
Officials here 
are awaiting to see if Gen. Carranza is 
willing to change his attitude 
towards 
peace overtures by Gen. 
Villa. 
Car- 
ranza has heretofore 
consistently de- 
clined such offers. 


Officials were interested today in un- 
official reports stating that Jose Isabel 
Róbales, minister of war in the cabinet 
of Eulalio Gutierrez, had annoisneed that 
Generals Villa and Obregon had agreed 
to discuss terms of peace, perhaps with- 
in two weeks. 


Gen. Angeles still was here 
today 
continuing to seek the viewpoint of the 
Washington 
government 
toAvards the 
Mexican problem. 
In a statement b» 
declared that ho was opposed to Huerta 
and what he represented in 
Mexican 
polities.

across the street. 
He finally went to 
the barn and soon returned, shouting 
that if ho were not at once admitted he 
would break in the door. 
]VIrs. Gooley 
then let him in and he stormed about 
the house for a time making threats. 


Mrs. Clark Scheid, residing a t 1S24 
Weissor Park avenue, next door to the 
south of Gooley's, was so alarmed by 
his violence that she felt she should 
call the police. 
About 10:30, says Mrs. 
Scheid, the Gooley home became quiet, 
lights were extinguished and there Avas 
every 
evidence that the family had re- 
tired for the night and she, feeling her 
anxiety relieved, did likewise. 


Odor of Gas Causes Investigation, 
Shortly before S o'clock "Wednesday 
morning, ISIrs. Scheid, seeing nothing of 
the Goolcj' family about and smelling 
the odor of gas. made an investigation. 
She peered in the windows and seeing 
no signs of life, called Louis Fournier, 
1811 Weisser Park 
avenue, 
from his 
home almost 
across the street. 
Mr. 
Fournier went to the rear window of 
the kitchen and from there saw Gooley 
stretched on the floor. 
With an ax he 
pried open the window and was almost 
overpowered by the fumes of gas that 
billowed from the room. 


Entering the house he found Gooley 
dead and cold. 


Find Family Unconscious. 


As soon as the lower doors and win- 
dows had been thrown open to admit 
air Mr. Fournier, Mrs. Regina 
Lauer, 


1831 Hanna street, and Mrs. Rehnaii, 
1832 W eisser Park avenue, hastened to 
the upper floor, whore the unconscious 
mother and three children were foxmd 
in their rooms. 


The police were telephoned ajid the 
headquarters ambulance made all pos- 
sible haste with the four gas-stricken 
patients to tJie hospitals in charge of 
Police Surgeon J. Frank Dinnen. 
The 
boy, Donald, was seen to be in the 
worst condition and the little fellow died 
just after the 
hospital 
was reached

while Dr. J. Frank Dinnen and Dr. E. J. 
McOscar were working on him. 
Had Threatened Wholesale Murder. 
"I was afraid of this," 
said Mrs. 
Clark Scheid, the next door neighbor of 
the Gooleys. 
"He had threatened to do 
it and he attempted to do it once be- 
fore. 
When he was storming about the 
house last night he said he would do 
something 
to them. 
Only 
yesterday, 
while Mrs. Gooley was sewing, he said 
to her, 'You'll never finish that job,' and 
I know he had in mind to kill all oi 
them. 
He waited until they had gone 
to bed and got to sleep and then turned 
on the gas. He wanted to make sure 
of himself so he stayed in the kitchen.'' 


Other ladies of the neighborhood, in- 
cluding Mrs. Lauer, who owns the prop- 
erty occupied by the Gooleys, say that 
Gooley had threatened his family and 
that he was brutal in his treatment oi 
' his wife. 


Choked His Wife; Police Called. 


One night last week .Gooley returned 
home drunk, as he did very frequently 
and after quarreling with his wife and 
subjecting her to verbal abuse seized and 
choked her. The police were called to 
the home and succeeded in getting him 
quiet, but in deference to tlie wishes of 
the 
family 
made no arrest. 
During 
Tuesday 
afternoon Gooley is said to 
have been drinking heavily and was in 
an ugly mood. 
When he returned in 
the evening his condition was so fren- 
zied and threatening that it was not un- 
til he threatened to batter in the door 
that Mrs. Gooley opened it to him. 


Gooley a Brute; Family Much Liked. 


The entire neighborhood of that part 
of Weisser park avenue, where Gooley 
had resided with his family about two 
months, give Gooley a hard name, but 
of his wife and children only words of 
liking and respect are heard. 


Mrs. Lauer says he was delinquent in 
his rent and that he was an ugly man 
from whom to attempt collections. While 
. he worked more or less as a packer for 
i S. Bash &. Co., he spent practically all 
of his money for drink, according to 
neighborhood stories, while the house- 
hold was maintained with the earnings 
of the two young ladies and the boy. 
Miss Loretta was employed as a sales- 
lady at the Grand Leader department 
store, Miss Hazel at the Corrugated T'a- 
per mills and the boy, Donald, in a dry 
clealning establishment on Broadway. 
There is another son. Howard F. Gooley, 
20 years old, who is employed in Hunt- 
ington, from which city the family came 
to Fort Wayne. 
Howard left the city 
but two days ago. 


Evidences of Good Character. 


The household bears evidences of the 
good character, refinement and religious 
tastes of the mother and ohilriren, how- 
ever depraved Gooley may have been. 
While the signs of "poverty are there, 
decided and tasteful efforts to keep the 
lower front rooms neat and well fur- 
nished abound. 
The upper part of the 
home bears witness to the deprivations 
undergone by the mother and her chil- 
dren. 
Mrs. Gooley and the children are 
much esteemed by the people who live 
near them, though because of Gooley's 
drunkenness and vile conduct neighbors 
had not kept up very intimate inter- 
course with the family, and none of 
them were able to give much informa- 
tion about 
them. 
Gooley's 
brutality 
was such that it could not escape no- 
tice and there accordingly was abundant 
evidence on that 
point. 


Gooley Dead Six Hours. 


It was the opinion of Coroner E. H. 
Kruse, who reached the stricken house- 
hold soon after the police, that Gooley 
had been dead six hours at 0 o'clock 
Wednesday morning, and perhaps longer. 
The kitchen where he lay dead was sur- 
charged with 
escaped gas and three 
hours after the house was opened the 
odor 
of 
the 
fumes 
was heavy and 
nauseating. 
It is believed that Gooley 
must have turned on trie gas near mid- 
night and that his own end came two 
or three hours later. He wag stretcheil 
on the kitchen floor but a few feet from 
the gas range, of which two of the top 
bin-ners were turned on full when ]Mt. 
Fournier climbed in the window and 
shut off the flow. 


Unmistakably Deliberate. 


That the death of Gooley and his little 
son and the prostration of the other 
members of the family wj^s the conse- 
quence of a delil)erato purpose to murder 
them and take his own life admits of 
•scarcely a vestige of doubt. 


His known and repeated threats to 
commit so heinous and shocking a deed, 
his former essay to do it and the mute 
evidence of the open gas burners for 
which there was no apparent need so 
late at night leave the fact of murder 
and suicide scarcely open to any ques- 
tion. 


As Gooley was charging 
about his 
home Tuesday evening he declared in 
the hearing of both Mr. and Mrs. Clark 
Scheid that he would kill the whole 
family and that he tried to do so and 
succeeded with himself and his son the 
dead bodies of them bear witness. 
Three Have Chance for Life. 


Although Mrs. Gooley is in a desperate 
condition with less than an even chance 
for her life, it was stated at 11:30 a t 
St. Joseph hospital that while she waa 
still imconscious her respiration had im- 
proved slightly and that hope of her re- 
covery had risen. 
Hazel a t the same 
hospital, while not out of danger and 
still unconscious, liad gained so much 
that it was believed her recovery might 
be predicted. Dr. J. Frank Dinnen had 
charge of them 
and was 
employing 
every resource to rescue their imperilled 
lives. 


At Hope hospital it was stated a t 11 
o'clock that Loretta Gooley had so near- 
ly recovered Iier normal breathing that 
the use of oxygen had been discontinued 
by Dr. Alfred Kane, who was caring for 
the patient, and though not yet con- 
scious had improved so much that her 
recovery 
appeared certain. 


Living Son Is Notified. 


Chief of Police Lenz at noon Wednes- 


day, through Chief of Police Baker a t 
Huntington, notified Howard Gooley, the 
surviving son of the family, of the shock- 
ing tragedy that had taken place in his 
home here. 
He was expected to reach 
Fort Wayne early in the afternoon. 


The bodies of Gooley and his son were 
taken in charge by the undertakers as 
soon as the remains had been viewed by 
Coroner Kruse, who will begin his in- 
quiry as soon as the survivors in the 
family 
are sufficiently recovered to 
testify. 


Officer Made Sick By Gas. 


Station Master Joseph Degitz and Pa- 
trol Driver Cy Andrews, who were the 
first 
police officers at the Gooley home 
and operated the pulmotors, were made 
sick by their hard work and breathing 
the gas laden air of the rooms in whicli 
the unconscious members of the family 
were treated. Officer Digtz suffered from 
very severe nausea. 
After the patrol 
wagon left headquarters Attorney Al- 
bert E. Thomaa and his automobile, hap- 
pening to be near the station, were com- 
mandeered 
and Officers 
Kruckenberg, 
Laner and Detective Sergeant Spillncr 
went to the scene of the tragedy.

Austro-German victories in Galicia is a 
law setting up a board of munitions, 
empowered to spend unlimited 
money 
and given virtually unrestricted power 
over all private industries in the whole 
of the country. 
I t is reported from 
Petrograd

board becomes law with a celerity that 
was absolutely 
astounding,

taken to indicate that the country fully 
realizes that the recent disasters to the 
forces of Grand Duke Nicholas largely 
were due to lack of munitions and equip- 
ment. 


With comparative quiet prevailing on 
all the fronts 
except 
that 
along the 
border separating Russian Poland and 
Galicia, the attention 
of 
the English 
public again is turned toward diplomatic 
and domestic problems. 


Special dispatches from the Balkans 
declare that Bulgaria is not dissatisfied 
with the territory offered her by the 
entente allies. 
That Turkey has not 
lost hope of conciliating her dangerous 
neighbor, however, is shown by the news 
that Bulgar-Turkish negotiations look- 
ing to the delimitation of the frontiers 
of their respective countries will be re- 
sumed in Constantinople. 


Rumors of a break in the diplomatic 
relations 
between 
Italy 
and Turkey 
again are,rife. 


With the exception 
of 
the Frencli 
claim that they have recovered all the 
trenches which 
the Germans had re- 
captured in the Vosges mountains, no 
change in the military situation on the 
western battle line is reported. 


A British official statement issued to- 
day dealing with the operations in the 
Dardanelles announces that two lines of 
Turkish trenches have been captured to 
the east of Saghir Dere and that thi'e«! 
linj&s have been stormed to the M'est of 
that place. 


TURKS ARE EXHAUSTED. 


Allies Expected to Soon Take Krithia 
by Assault. 


Pari.=;, .Tune 30.—A Havas agency dis- 
patch from Athens says the exhaustion 
of the Turks facing the French forces 
on the Gallipoli peninsula is evident and 
leads to the belief that the Turkish po- 
sition at Krithia will soon be taken by 
assault. 
In a recent advance made by 
the French, it is added, 
6,000 
Turks 
were found dead in the trenches on the 
front taken. 


Recent lighting in the Dardanelles has 
resulted in an appreciable advance by 
the 
allies, tlie dispatch 
declares, the 
French troops under the inspiring lead- 
ership of Gen. Gouraud, commander jt 
the French expeditionary 
force at the 
Dardanelles 
particularly 
distinguishing 
tliemselves. 


Facing the French, the Athens corre 
.spondent continues, the Turkish 
front 
does not exceed three and a 
quarter 
miles. 
The Turks are meeting 
with 
growing difficulties in bringing up re- 
inforcements asd supplies, while the al- 
lies have every facility for supplying 
their needs. 


It is reported from a reliable source, 
the correspondent adds, 
that 
German 
officers have left Jaffa, in Palestine, and 
an important 
port in a neutral 
state 
for Tripoli to lead the natives there 
against the Italians. 
The Turks, the 
correspondent reports are said to have 
gained to their cause a Senussi 
chief 
who promises a general rising up of the 
Arabs in Tripoli.

was fifty miles north of them. The port

Radiograms received later from 
the steamer Àrizonian, bound from New 
York to San Francisco, said the ve.ssel 
was standing by the stranded subma- 
rine and that it probably would be possi- 
ble to float her at daybreak.

Jjaw Enforcement and Reform League," which has taken upon itself 
the rather sizeable job of "making Indiana saloons places where one 
Would have no greater hesitancy in taking his family than he would 


">jow in taking them to respectable restaurants." 


All this it purposes to do by substituting the European cafe sys- 


Jem for the present saloon system in this state, and to that end it an- 
nounces that it will work for strict enforcement of the present liquor 
laws, legislation abolishing the standing bar, screens, "treating," 
and free lunches, and regulations preventing brewers, distillers and 
liquor jobbers from doing a retail business. Announcement is rnado 
that the new movement has the endorsement of the Indiana Brewers' 
association, which gives the effort an impressive certificate of authen- 
ticity, and prepares the public for some real doings along the line of 
uplift. 


No one doubts that the leaders pf the liquor industry, being 


Bstute and capable business men, have plainly discerned the hand 
writing upon the wall for several years. The real extent of the 
panic that has seized them, however, has never been made so com- 
pletely apparent as in the newest proposal for belated reform. The 
general public remained passably patient for a good many years. If 
the liquor interests will now exercise a bit of the same spirit, the 
people will show them something in the way of reform that will go 
$he entire route instead of halting at any of the half way points.

Goethals Soon to Relinquish 
Supreme Command After 


• Eight Years. 


Panama, June 10.— Correspondence of 


the Associated Tress. — During the lat- 
ter part of August and the early days 
of September next, several important 
changes will take place njnong the high- 
er personnel of the Panama canal. The 
resignation of Major General George W. 
Goethals, U. P. A., as governor of the 
Pnnnnm cnnftl and his departure from 
the isthmus, where he has been in su- 
preme command for 
the last 
eight 


years, will be the beginning of other 
changes. 


The most important of these will be 


the probable elevation 
of 
Lieutenant 


Colonel Chester Harding, U. S. A., from 
head of the department of maintenance 
and operation, to be governor of the 
Panama canal. It has all along heen 
understood on the isthmus, and this un- 
derstanding has not heen contradicted 
by General Goethals, that Colonel Hard- 
ing would succeed to the governorship. 
Tn fact, General Goethals has let it be 
known that he obtained the detail of 
Colonel Harding to the isthmus for that 
very purpose. 


Immediately after his resignation as 


governor and his departure from Pan- 
ama, General Goethals plans to apply 
for his retirement from active service 
with the army, 'ills intention is to take 
a year's vacation and then to engage in 
private engineering consultation work in 
Kew York city. In this 
venture 
he 


probably will be joined by his son, Cap- 
tain George R. Goethals, U. S. A., and 
Sidney B. Williamson, long a1 civilian.

Indiana pays 51.03 below the average 
As compared with her neighbors, in the 
group of states to which Indiana is as- 
signed by the federaPgovcrnment for 
purposes .of comparison, Indiana, Illi 
nois, Ohio, Michigan and Wisconsin av- 
eraged $3.14, or 22 cents per capita more 
than Indiana 
alone. 
Michigan 
paid 


$4.30 and Wisconsin '$5.27.
